No one knows what the 
New Year will bring, but a good bet is that change and 
the unexpected will interrupt our plans. 



Some of us are going to quit something, others 
will start something.

It is 
the fuel of our souls- it never fails. ..and it is the fuel 
of our church. 

Community Christian Church is at the frontier 
of new, promising beginnings. A new senior 
minister will be joining us, and our church will 
continue to grow as that place with an open 
door.. .to welcome all persons in the love of Christ 
in forgiveness, renewal and shared ministry.

January 2: "The Work of Christmas Begins...Making All Things New" Colossians 3:12-17 

Christmas has happened. The world's calendar has turned to a new year. There's no going back, only forward. 
But Christmas is always on the way, reminding us to receive the gift of love in Christ that makes us know that 
we are the beloved, and from that place, to go about bringing that love to others. For unleashing the full 
potential of the gift of Christmas - the potential for good, for joy, for peace, for healing, for reconciliation, and 
for transformation. 

January 9: "Listen" 1 Samuel 3:140 

Through the Psalmist, the Almighty gives us directions on how to receive the most blessed and fundamental 
gift: "Be still, and know that I am God." We don't talk our way to faith; rather we are endowed with that pearl 
of great price by listening. 

The greatest gift we can give to another person is our whole presence, to pay attention and listen, with full 
attention, without interruption. 

January 16: "Perfection" Romans 12:1-3 

Jesus said, "Be perfect, therefore, as your heavenly Father is perfect." (Matthew 5:48) These are hard words. 
How commonly we hear that "nobody's perfect." What does this mean? 

January 23: "The Most Important Words Ever Spoken" Mark 8:31-38 

"Those who want to save their life will lose it, and those who lose their life for my sake, and for the sake of the 

gospel, will save it." 

That may be the most radical, most important thing Jesus ever said. It just may be the most important thing 

anybody ever said. 

Love measures our stature; the more we love the bigger we are. There is no smaller package in the world that 

that of an individual all wrapped up in himself/herself." (William Sloane Coffin) 

January 30: "Encouragement" Philippians 4:8-13 

Every person needs encouragement. Whatever our age or circumstance, we all need the lift that comes from 
someone who cares. Most of all, we need God's loving support. David heard God's promise when he sang: "If I 
take the wings of morning, and dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea; even there shall thy hand lead me, and 
thy right hand shall hold me." (Psalm 139:9)
